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The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The special technical feature of species 1 is the inhibition of binding of a 
chaperone protein with client protein, tyrosine kinase p185erbB2, by contacting the 
chaperone protein with coumarin or a coumarin derivative. Species 2-7 do not require 
the presence or use of tyrosine kinase p185erbB2 and thus do not share the same 
special technical feature with species 1 or with one another. 

The special technical feature of Species A is the inhibition of binding of a 
chaperone protein with a client protein in vivo, i.e., in a living organism. Species B does 
not require a living organism and thus does not share the special technical feature of 
species A.
